GINNING DECREASES—Gin- 
ning reports show that there has 
been only about one-third as much 
cotton ginned up to the present 
time as there had been up to the 
corresponding time last year, Jesse 
L. Hildreth, special agent, reports 
that there were 257 bales of col- 
ton ginned in Cotfee County from 
the crop of 1954 prior to August 
16th, as compared with 769 bales 


ginned to August 16th, crop of | 
M33. The shortage in number of 
bales ginned so far this year is 
undoubtedly due in large measure | 
to the fact that daily showers have | 
made it impossible to gel the cot- 
ton picked It is said that the 
fields are white wilh cotton but 
the pickers are unable to get it 
picked on account of the frequent} 
rains. It has rained in Elba every | 
day during August, with the ex- |} 
ception of four, and rain fell with 
in sight of us on those days, The 
rains have not been heavy, but 
enough to interfere quite serious- 


ly with cotton picking.

Sixty cents per hundred pounds is} 
the prevailing price for picking, 
which makes the average 1,500 
pound load of seed cotton cost $9 
for picking, It will be seen that 
the ;housand pounds of seed in a 
load brings only about $2.50 over 
the cost of picking, providing’ it is 
done by hired labor. As very little 
of the lint is being sold, there is 
not a great deal of cotton money 
circulating ¢ yet. However, the 
cotton pickers are spending what} 
they get, and those who have cot- | 
ton to sell will realize a fair price, 
so business prospects are not so 
bad, after all,

ITH touring by motor car over 
the nation’s highways firmly 
established as one of our chief 


forms of recreation, signs are mul- i 


tiplying that in building our roads 
of tomorrow the highway engineer 
will pay careful attention to fea- 
tures that have usually received 
from him only secondary considera- 


tion in the past. The highway engl- Be 


neer of the future will 
combine with his engi- 
neering skill many of 
the functions of the 
landscape artist. 
Preservation of the 
natural beauties of the 
roadside and provisions 
for the comfort of users 
of the highway are rap- 
idly becoming major 
factors in the construc- 
tion of our roads, It is 
no far-fetched vision to 
foresee the day when 
it will be generally ac- 
cepted that the planning of high- 
ways should include provision for 
small parks at intervals along the 
way, whers motorists can stop for

lunch, to rest, or to stretch cramped 
legs. Much has already been accom- 
plished in this direction, but it is 
still only a start, Strategically lo- 
cated nurseries where trees, shrubs, 
and flowers can be raised for park 
and roadside planting will be con- 
sidered as necessary to a state high- 
way organization as its graders and 
power shovels.

cliffs and along sheer canyon walls, 
in spite of the fact that it would 
often be less costly to blast away 
those irreplaceable landmarks. 

Where excessive grading is not a 
determining factor, a_ relatively 
straight line between two points is 
usually the most economical route 
for a highway. Beauty, however, 
often demands a winding alignment 
along the natural contours of the 
landscape. 

In many phases of American life 
there is evidence that we are turn- 
ing from an absorbed concentration 
upon utility to emphasis upon beauty 
of design. Highway design will not 
escape the trend, and on the high- 
way engineer will devolve the re 
sponsibility for the best possible 
compromise between the conflicting 
requirements of utility and art. 
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
